A CHURCHYARD WALL.

MANDAMUS TO URBAN 
COUNCIL. 

' (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

Mr. Battersby, K.C., with whom was Mr 
White (insteucted by Messrs. John Clarke 
and Co.), applied, on behalf of the Select 
Vestry of Navan Parish, for a conditional 
order for mandamus directed to the Urban 
District Council of Navan, requiring» them to 
repair one of the roads, named Bridge street. 
in Navan, and to reerect a retaining wall 
which had fallen. 

Counsel mentioned that the Representative 
Chureh Body also authorised him to represent 
them, He said that inside this wall. which 
ee 15 feet high, was a churchyard belonging 
to St, Mary's Parish Church, and the church- 
vard was used by the whole population: 
everyone had a right to be buried there. On 
the 23rd of November, 1923, a large portion 
of this wall fell. On the following day the 
Urban District Council were called on to re- 
build it, but, instead of rebuilding it. thev 
shored it up with timber, and said that it 
was the duty of the Select Vestry to rebuild 
it. The Select Vestry again called upon the 
Urban Council to rebuild the wall, and the 
Urban Council replied that the matter was 
one between the Select Vestry and the County 
Council. The County Council, when written 
to, said that it was a matter between the 
Select Vestry and the Urban District Council ; 
so that the Select Vestry was between the 
two, who were shilly- shallying, neither of 
them admitting liability to rebuild the wall. 
and the work was not done. Some of the 
graves were immediately inside that wall. and 
if the timber gave way and the whole number 
of graves on that side fell into the road it 
would be a disastrous thing to the owners of 
the graves and to the public. Counsel added 
that the Select Vestry made this application 
only with regret, having over and over again 
tried to get these two bodies to rebuild the 
wall. He submitted that the Urban District 
Council was the authority that was liable to 
do this work, and that a mandamus should 
issue directing them to repair the street by 
re-erecting the retaining wall or fence of the 
graveyard, and to assess and levy a rate and 
take all necessary steps for that purpose, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he would 
give Mr. Battersby the conditional order. Of 
course, the responsibility for the duty. which 
he was asking the Council to perform would 
rest on counsel.

OWNERSHIP OF GOODS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'SHAUGHNESSY AND 
A JURY.) 


John Doolan, semor, and his son, John 
Deolan, junior, were |laintiffs in an action 
which they brought against Thomas Stephens 
to recover damages which were laid at £1.000, 
for alleged malicious prosecution and false 
imprisonment, The parties are farmers, and 
are neighbours, residing at Gloster, near 
Birr, in Offaly. It appeared that on the 5th 
of July, 1924, defendant accused the plaintiffs 
of having broken and entered the defendant's 
car-hoase, about three weeks previously, and 
stolen therefrom nine fleeces of wool, three 
sacks of potatoes, a quantity of cotton cake, 
and a ground sheet, all the property of the 
defendant. The matter was reported to the 
Civic Guard, who arrested the plaintiffs and 
had them brought before a Peace Commis- 
sioner, who remanded them to the District 
(Court. They were kept in custody for several 
days, and were committed for trial at the 
Circuit Court at Birr. 

At the trial before Judge Wakely the 
plaintiffs were acquitted by ‘the jury. They 
then instituted this action, and in the course 
of the trial yesterday it was hinted that 
Stephens was angry with the plaintiffs be- 
cause John Doolan, junior, had rejected a 
nvonoeal that he should mar ry the defendant's 
sister, " 

sergeant Murphy, Banagher, in his ev!- 
dence, stated that when the defendant re- 

rted the robbery, he made no suggestion 
against the Doolans. On a search of the 
Em of the Doolans the property 
quud there was identified by the defendant, 
and from that out the Civic Guard -acted 
without any aid from Siephens, The Doolans 
denied that the goods ever belonged to 
Stephens, and asserted that they were their 
own property, and that they had not been 
stolen. 

The case is at hearing. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Hector 
Hughes (instructed by Messrs. J. H. Menton 
an 1 Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs. 

Mr. P. Lynch, R.C, and Mr. Walter 
Callan (instructed by Mr. P. V. Loughrey, 
Birr) appeared for the defendant.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

In an action by John Edwerds, of Home- 
ville, Howth road, Dublin, against Louis 
Malone and his wife, Kate Malone, of 198 
Parnell street, Dublin, decorators, Mr. Cecil 
Lavery (instructed Ly Messrs. C. S. Reddy 
and Son), on behalf of the defendant, Kate 
Malone, applied for an order setting aside a 
judgment dated 21st March, 1925, as against 
her 

Counsel referred to a number of affidavits, 
from which it appeared, according to the con- 
tention of the vlaintiff, that the female de- 
fendant was an active partner with her 
husband; that a proposed partnership agree- 
ment with the plaintiff broke down, where- 
aes the plaintiff demanded the return of 

which he had paid to the male de- 
fendant on behalf of the proposed partner- 
ship, and that upon the failure of the de- 
fendants to repay that amount the plaintiff 
issued a writ against both defendants, who, 
by their solicitor, entered an appearance. 
A motion for final judgment followed, but, 
although the case was adjourned, neither of 
the defendants appeared. 

It was stated now that 
opposiion to the motion on behalf of the 
femele defendant was due to inadvertance 
or mistake, and that she was suffering from 
influenza. 

Mr. James Gedghegan, K.C., wth wom 
was Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Mr. 
James Fagan), for the plaintiff, opposing the 
application, said that it appeared that the 
defendants had been advised by several so!ivi- 
tors, and that one firm of solicitors, who actei 
for both defendants in these proceedings, en- 
deavoured to settle the matter, and had suc- 
ceeled up to a point, when the female de- 
fendant refused to carry out part of the 
terms of settlement, by executing a mort- 
gage, and the plaintiff’s solicitor instructed 
the Sheriff to execute the writ. The Sheriff 
did so, and it was not until the plaintiff 
brought Chancery proceedings to realise the 
balance by the sale of the defendant, Kate 
Malone’s house, that this motion was 
brought. . He had considered the point of 
jurisdiction with Mr. Gleeson, and they could 
find no case bringing the application within 
the rule, and, therefore, submitted that the 
defendant’s remedy, if any, lay to the Court 
of Appeal, and not by a motion to the 
Court to set aside its own order, which was 
not a judgment by default 

Mr, Justice Sullivan held that the remedy 
of the defendant was not by a motion like 
the present application, but lay with the 
Supreme Court. He would fay nothing 
about the merits, but simply refuse this ap- 
plication, with costs.

Mr. Leggett Byrne, whose name has always 
been so prominently identified in Dublin with 
public dances, informed an /rish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday that when the director 
of the Princes’. Cabaret Syndicate called on 
him, with others who were interested in the 
Mansion House venture, he had given him to 
understand that he would have to engage a 
Dublin band, the members of which belonged 
to the Dance Musicians’ Union. '' That was 
understood,” said Mr. Leggett Byrne, “ and 
I agreed to let him have the Adelaide Orpheus 
Band, at great inconvenience to myself, as I 
had engaged it. for the Wednesday and the 
Saturday of the week in which the cabaret is 
to come here.

GREATER DUBLIN. 


RATHMINES OPPOSES 
THE SCHEME. 


The Greater Dublin Commission sat yes- 
terday in Government Buildings, and heard 
evidence offered Mr. William Ireland, 
Chairman of the Rathmines Urban Council. 
Professor se yer T.D., presided. 

Mr. Ireland said that, in his opinion, if 
the boundaries were extended so as to in- 
clude the townships the city would be too 
large. ' 

The Chairman said that he took it that 
Mr. Ireland had in view a city of larger 
area controlled by a number of ward politi- 
cians. In Mr. Ireland's mind's eye he saw 
the heel of the ward politicians on the neck 
of Rathmines. 

Mr. Ireland—Yes. For the purpose of ad- 
ministration there will be forty-one 
tatives. Twenty of these will be for the 
city, whereas Rathmines will have only four. 
I do not see that the inclusion of Rathmines 
in the city will make it any better than it 
is at present. The Rathmines rates are 13s. 
4d., as compared with th» Dublin rates of 
19s. 2d. im the &. 

The Chairman asked the witness if he 
would agree with the common administration 
of the big public services, like public health, 
reads ial electricity. If the ghost of the 
ward politics could be laid, could they not, 
as one big family, do ghat one big business 
on modern lines? 

Mr. Ireland said that there was a great 
deal in the “if.” He did not think that 
Rathmines could be better managed. They 
had everything they ted. 

The Ohainmeac-Tai are a_ self-contained 
unit, and you have done remarkably well for 
ourselves. ose who advocate a greater 

ublin do not make it part of their case to 
assail the townships. ey are really proud 
of the administration displayed ín these 
townships, and suggest that the administra.

successful. Rathmines has great administra- 
tive ability, and should not be selfish. 

Mr. Ireland—The position is that you 
would not give a representation that would 
enable us to maintain our township as it is 
at present. 

The Chairman said that a great deal of the 

rosperity of the townships was due to the 
Fact that they were able to attract residents 
by having lower rates and having all the 
city’s advantages without paying for them. 

fr. Ireland said that the city had advan- 
tages from Rathmines without paying for 
them. 

The Chairman said that if they took the 
city away from the townships many of the 
population of the latter would not have any 
basis of livelihood. It was no answer to 
say that the townshi were a source of 
profit to the city. at was admitted, but 
it was reciprocal. 

Mr. Byrne, referring to confusion caused 
by separate public services, said that a fire 
occurred on the Rathmines side of Upper 
Leeson street, and the Pembroke Brigade 
was called. e place was out of their dis- 
trict and they they did not touch the fire.

This aunouncement was made last night 
kb: Mr, Desmond Fitzgerald, the Free State 
Minister for External Affairs, at Clon- 
dalkin at the inauguration of a branch of 
Cumann na nGaedheal. 

The Government would be willing to help 
the mills under the Trades Loans Act, and 
would. provide one-quarter of the capita] re- 
quired. They were also prepared to give a 
percentage of preference to Irish-made paper, 
and to help in every way-in. promoting the 
use of Irish paper. 

“We have the circumstances to build 
Ireland-to prosperity, but the men and women 
of the country will have to realise their fe- 
sponsibilities. - The Government .is only 
acting as the agents of the. people,' said Mr. 
Fitzgerald, who added that the Government 
was quite ready to help any business which 
was a really good proposition, likely to pro- 
duce wealth and employ the people. But 
the money they would use in .assisting such ' 
industries was not their own. . It belonged 
to the people of Ireland, and “they had no 
right to put one penny of it into a business 
not built on a sound foundation. 

The Irish people, Mr.. Fitzgerald concluded, : 
had as many natural advantages as any 
other people in the world; they were a first- 
class race, and they should aim to live under 
first-class conditions. They would not gain 
that if the people said that the whole matter 
was ho concern of theirs. 

Something similar to that was said by the 
old Unionists before the South Dublin elec- 
tion, but that was a doctrine of anarchy, 
and the very people who said it learned their 
mistake: These people had not been associated 
with the Irish national movement in. the 
past; but they soon realised that in this 
country, they got their living and that its 
ruin was their ruin and its property was their 
property.

The musical comedy, ''The Gipsy Princess,”’ 
was performed at the Gaiety Theatre last 
night.

WITNESS THREATENED 


COUNTY CORK INCIDENT. 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Three vane men named Michael Walsh, 
Patrick Hegarty and John Sisk were indicted 
on a charge of having on the 6th October, 
1924, conspired sn to obstruct the course 
of justice by endeavouring by means of an 
offer of a sum of money, and by force and 
intimidation, to induce Timothy Lynch to 
withdraw and repudiate certain evidence 
given by him against Denis Sisk—a brother 
of one of the accused—who was awaiting his 
trial on a charge of armed rovoery, and also 
to induce Lync 

Denis Sisk. . 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instrueted by the Chief State So!wnor), 
prosecuted. 

Mr. M‘Carth} (instructed by Mr, Russell, 
Cork) defended. 

Mr. Carrigan said that this case was not 
one of common octurrence. The three men, 
who lived in the vicinity of Cork City, were 
accused of having gone to Timothy Lynch— 
the chief witness in a prosecution pending in 
the Cork Courts against Denis Sisk (who was 


.charged with having robbed Lynch on 26th 


July last)—and sought to induce him, at’ first 
by persuasion and then by threats, to with- 
draw his evidence against Sisk. As a matter 
of fact, Sisk was acquiited, but that had not 
the least bearing on the charge at issue. It 
would be stated in evidence by Timothy 
Lynch that on the 6th October last the three 
prisoners came to Lynch's house and asked 
him to say that he had been mistaken in his 
identity of Sisk as the man who had robbed 
him, and to withdraw the charge against 
him, but he would not comply. One of the 
men then threatened Lynch and produced a 
paper to sign recanting the evidence he had 
given against Sisk. Lynch, however, refused, 
and after having made use of sinister threats 
towards him the men went away. 

Timothy Lynch ‘stated that he was the 
principal witness for the prosecution in a case 
in which Denis Sisk was charged with having 
robbed him (Lynch) of £5. ‘On the night of 
6th October, 1924, four men came to his house 
and tried by persuasion and threats te compel 
him to withdraw the evidence which he had 

iven against Denis Sisk. The effect of 
the document. he was asked to sign was 
that he (Lynch) was to say that the Guards 
had forced him into the case. Witness told 
the men that he would not say anything, and 
then told them to “go te ——.”’ He iden- 
tified the prisoners as being three of the men 
who came to the house. The prisoner Walsh 
said to him: “I'll break your face,” and 
added: “HH I knew the sort you were you 
should be growing grass. 

Sergeant Kelly gave evidence of arrest. On 
being charged and cautioned, Walsh said: ‘‘ | 
have nothing to say ; Hegarty said: ' I was 
there, but I did not .intimidate him or do 
anything ”; John Sisk said : “ All I have to 
say is that. I received inf tion to the effect 
that Lynch was forced to identify Denis Sisk 
as the man who robbed him. As a brother, it 
would be very bad of me not fo find out who 
was the cause of forcing him to do it,” | 

For the defence, Mi 1 Walsh, one of the

The Geneva Agreement. 

The meeting of the League of Nations 
Council which began so _ successfully 
Geneva yesterday is likely to 

results that will be far more 
important than the rather common- 
place ager.da suggests. It may decide the 
fate of Europe s peace for the next fifty 
Or last Sunday M:. Austen 
Chamberlain, British Foreign Secretary, 
tock tea with M. Briand, his French 
colleague, in romantic surroundings by 
Lake Leman, and the two statesmen are 
reported to have had a long conversation 
The . French 
Foreign Minister seems to have a weak- 
ness for unorthodox diplomacy. Europe 
has not yet forgotten the famous golf 
match at Cannes Which led to the recall 
of M. Briand by M. Poincaré and to a 
complete change in the direction of Allied 
foreign policy. This time, however, M. 
Briand was not dealing with Mr. Lloyd 
George. In Mr. Chamberlain he had a 
perfectly straightforward representative of. 
British public opinion, and there was 
none of that intricate playing for 
postition at Geneva which was so typical 
of the diplomacy of the Coalition Govern- 
mont. Messrs, Cliamberlain and Briand 
may discuss many things; but only one 
thing matters, What will be the fate of the 
proposed pact of security between Germany 
and France? Germany's offer has been 
before the Allies for several weeks. It 
hes been discussed in every aspect in 
London and Paris, and it was high time 
that a final decision should be reached. 
The préliminary ground had been cleared 
carefully by a long interchange of Notes 
hetween the British and the. French 
Foreign Offices. Each knew the other’s 
point of view to a nicety, and all that 
remained for Mr. Chamberlain and M. 
Briand to do was to produce a formula to 
give effect to their common views.

According to the latest telegrams from 
Geneva, absolute agreement has been 
reached. The British Foreign Secretary 
declares that there never was any funda- 
mental difference between the British and 
French points of view. That statement 
has been made so often in similar circum- 
stances that one is chary of attaching 
undue importance to it; but there seems 
to be no doubt that a substantial. measure 
of agreement has been achieved. The 
French reply to Germany's offer has been 
approved by Mr. Chamberlain, and will 
be forwarded to Berlin at the convenience 
of the Paris Government. Mr. Chamber- 
lain says that it is couched in “friendly 
and courteous” terms, and that the suc- 
cess of the project is almost assured. The 
difficulties concerning Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia seem to have been overcome. 
Apparently France now is ready to accept 
a pact with the Germans guaranteeing 


‘her Western frontiers only, and there 


ought to be no delay in having the matter 
arranged formally by the League of 
Nations. Once such a pact has been 
signed Germany's admission to full 
n.ombership of the League will present 
no difficulties. The whole European situa- 
tion will be changed entirely, and the task 
of general disarmament will become infi- 
nitely easier than it has been since the 
Armistice. 

Of course, difficulties may arise in con- 
nection with the question of Germany's 
disarmament. The report of the Inter- 
Allied Mission of Military Control supplies 
fairly conclusive evidence of bad faith on 
the part of the German Government, and 
the Note which was sent to Berlin last 
week has created a very delicate situation. 
In effect, it charges Germany with specific 
breaches of the disarmament clauses of 
the Peace Treaty, alléging, furthermore, 
that obstacles were placed deliberately in 
the way of the Allied officials who were 
charged with the task of investigation. 
It makes a number of definite demands, 
insisting, for instance, on the destruction 


of certain machinery in. the factories of 
Messrs, Krupp and other firms which con- 
ceivably might be used for warlike purposes‘ 
in cases of emergency; and, finally, it 
tells the Germans that Cologne will not 
be evacuated until the disarmament _pro- 
visions of the Treaty have been ,fulfilled 
completely. Opinion in Germany seems to 
be dividéd. One section of the people is 
raising the usual outcry against the Allies’ 


‘“ persecution,” while the more sensible 


classes, appreciating the moderate tone of 
the Allied Note, are in favour of eom- 
pliance with its demands for the sake of 
the redemption of Cologne. In the long 
run, no doubt, the latter point of view will 
prevail, although the “die-hards’’ may 
make a great deal of mischief in the 
meanwhile. France cannot forget 
the trick which was played on Napoleon 
after Jena, and, with the experience of 
two invasions seared into her soul, is 
determined to run no risks that possibly 
can be avoided. So long as she has the 
faintest suspicion of her neighbours no 
pact will be successful. It will be re- 
garded merely as another “scrap of 
paper,” and while officially France and 
Germany may be friends, their mutual 
distrust will continue ‘to be a terrible 
menace to Europe's peace. 


Saving the Mines. 


The depression in the mining industry 
in Britain has a far-reaching influence on 
the whole of British industrial life. 
Efforts to restore the activity and pros- 
perity. of the mines seem to be vain. 
truth “is that the depression is due, not 
merely to the general slackness of trade 
which followed the war, but to a world- 
wide revolution in*the use of power. Other 
countries have developed their coal 
resources and become independent of 
Britain; oil has supplemented coal as a 
marine fuel,. and hydro-electric plants, 
springing into existence from end to end 
of Europe, have rendered coal almost re- 
pugnant to populations who formerly re- 
garded it as a chief necessity. British 
coal never can be exported again in such 
vast bulk as of old, and even in the home 
countries, with -costs of production and 
transport at their present high figure, it 
will be in smaller demand wherever cheap 
water-power can supply large industrial 
populations. These facts are realised by 
the Secretary to the Miners’ International 
Federation, Mr. Frank Hodges. Address- 
ing a gathering of Warwickshire miners, 
Mr. Hodges frankly told the men that the 
industry must be revolutionised to meet 
the new conditions of the world. Indus- 
trial supremacy, he said, cannot be re- 
covered by scouring the world for a market 
for raw coal, and the only way to render 
Britain’s coal deposits profitable once 
again is to transform coal into electric 
power at the collieries. Cheap and 
abundant power is the prime need of 
British industry. It is now the task of 
Britain’s Government, her men of science 
and engineers, to devise and put into 
execution a system of producing electricity 
at the minehead, so that power may be 
transmitted to factories throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, not slowly 
and cumbrously by wagon, but in the 
instantaneous flash that is directed By the 
Mr. Hodges estimates that 
an initial expenditure of ten million 
pounds on the electrification of coal 
deposits would put the mining industry 
once more into the way of prosperity. 
The generation of electricity at the mine- 
head would be accompanied by the pro- 
duction of oil and other valuable by- 
products. The oil would serve to lessen 
Britain's dependence on liquid fuel from 
foreign lands, and enable her to lay down 
larger numbers of motor-driven vessels in 
her shipyards. The mines have been for 
two centuries the basis of British industry,

and the reorganisation of the mines to 


meet the new age will assist in the 
adaptation of all British industrial 
activities to the problems of the times, 


Co-ordinated Charity, 


He who walks through that Inferno 
which is poorer Dublin and reflects on the 
scarcity of employment and the high cost 
of living in the capital ot the Free State, 
wonders by what daily miracle this vast 
body of suffering humanity continues to 
escape starvation and plague. It is a 
daily miracle of unseen charity which 
sustains the poor of Dublin. Sometimes 
glimpses are afforded of the unselfish work 
which goes on year in year out, a 
hundred agencies bringing to the slums 
succour from near and distant sources. 
In a. report issued by the Adelaide 
Hospital, Dublin, we read of the Lady 
Almoners going among the poor, the 
Samaritan Fund bringing helpful pennies 
and pounds to the coffers of charity, and 
the Dorcas Workers whose bundles of 
‘cast clouts’’ and newly-knitted garb 
clothe children who otherwise would shiver 
in tattered rags. The work of the Adelaide 
Almoners is to seek out the needy, to 
investigate their chief requirements, and 
to bring them into touch with the specific 
agency of succour best fitted to aid them. 
The Almoners regard the Hospital as the 
central point of their work, and the 
various charities and medical services 
organised by the Churches or supported 
by the State, as radii in the circle of their 
activities; but they remind us that there 
is no such general co-ordination of 
charitable effort. They recommend the 
establishment of a central office to link up 
all those agencies of mercy which labour to 
better the lot of Dublin’s poor. A mutual 
registration index containing the names 
of all families receiving relief and the 
societies already dealing with them would 
prevent overlapping and would economise 
the resources of the charitable, so that the 
maximum results would reward the 
labours of the friends of the poor. Co- 


ordination of effort, moreover, would cause 


the public to realise that the slums of 
Dublin should be regarded in the same 
light as were the ruins of Tokio—as a 
national responsibility. i

Every lover of the historic lore of Ire- 
land who has not yet visited the Heraldic 
Museum in Dublin Castle will regard as 
an invitation to enjoy an overdue 
pleasure the remarks of the Ulster 
King of Arms to our representative. 
Sir Nevile Wilkinson said that through- 
out America scions of Irish families 
are seeking information regarding their 
ancestry and their right to bear the arms 
of the ancient houses of Ireland, The 
world-wide revival of interest in heraldry 
is a pleasing portent. The armorial shield

[in the modern house is an emblem that 


summons pious thoughts to the mind, and 


inspires new génerations to follow in the 


honourable paths of those who have gone 
before, Heraldic arms form a fascinating 
study. Those who acquaint themselves 
with the old languagé of symbols delight 
te find on ancient walls, in the -windows 
of churches, and in the pages of -history, 
the traces of their kindred’s deeds. A 
thorough investigation of Irish heraldry 
is a much-needed work, and the scholar 
who undertakes it will earn the gratitude 
of a race. It is commonly said that 
heraldry is a Gothic art, foreign to Celtic 


Ireland; but this is ‘a half-truth, more} 


deceiving than a lie. The arms of the 
Irish clans, it is true, abound in strange 
charges, and, instead of the formal frets, 
lozenges and crescents, there appears a 
veritable menagerie of unusual animals, 
birds and fishes, rampant, combatant, 
volant and haurient. Sometimes the Celtic 
shield seems to foreshadow the debased 
heraldry which reached its climax in the 
arms of Nelson, of which Lord Chester- 
field said to the Garter who issued them: 
“ You foolish man, you do not understand 
your own foolish business.” The Irish 
charges, however, so far from being late 
heraldic growths, are relics of ancient 
tribal emblems—the swaitheantais of 
primitive or legendary times—which, in 
the age of formal heraldry, were adapted 
to the universal usage. The art of heraldry 
is not foreign to Ireland, but rather finds 
one of its primal sources in” Irish 
antiquity. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


NORMA TALMADGE IN “' THE 
FORBIDDEN CITY." | 


As parm of a programme which has other- 
wise a lightness that fits the laziness of mind 
induced by this glorious weather, ‘* The 
Forbidden City,” one of the films that helped 
to establish the reputation of Norma 
Talmadge, is shown at the Corinthian Cinema 
this week.

The war bonus decision in connection 
with what is known as the Sutton judg 
ment, whereby the men who went to tha 
war became entitled to similar bonuses 
granted to those who remained at home, 
spreads in ever widening circles. It 1s 
now stated that county, borough and dis 
trict councils throughout the country (and 
this probably includes the Irish Free State 
and Northern Ireland) are faced with 
heavy liabilities. In the case of Man 
chester and Glasgow the amount, pro- 
bably, will exceed a quarter of a million 
pounds in each city. Application for pay 
ment is being made by the National Union 
of General and Municipal Workers; but 
since it is recognised the sums are very 
considerable, reasonable offers from public 
bodies will be accepted in order to avoiil 
litigation.

IN AMERICA. 


HEAT WAVE DEATH 
ROLL OF 350.

America's heat wave has broken, and 
the temperature yesterday was 25 degrees 
below that of the previous day. It is 
estimated that 350 persons died as a direct 
result of the heat in the Eastern States 
and the violent storms in the Middle 
West. 

The change in the weather was due to a 
North-East wind, which brought a sea fog. 
Hundreds of people who had made them- 
selves as comfortable as possible in the 
parks and open spaces were soon obliged 
to hurry home, as the temperatures dropped 
sharply and the air became saturated and 
“raw.” 

Rain has fallen in the West and Middle 
West, and has cooled the air considerably, 
although the temperature still remains 
rather high. 


HIGH TEMPERATURES IN CANADA. 

OTTAWA, Monday. 
Canada is sweltering in shade temperatures 
varying from 95 to 102 F., and Ottawa has 
experienced the hottest week-end ever re- 
corded. Four deaths occurred at Montreal 
from heat stroke, and seven other deaths are 
reported from different parts of Ontario. A 
severe hailstorm visited Eastern Ontario, and 
hailstones of enormous size sm green- 
houses and damaged the paint work of motor 

cars.— (Reuter. ) 


THREE DEATHS IN GREAT

ITH a wbite elastic bandage on his 

right leg, and his left wrist heavily 
bandaged, Captain Noel Martin, of the 
R.F.A., who. won the Irish “Open 
Championship in 1920 and 1923, and ig 
home on leave from India, went out to 
play Mr. Ward in the second round of the 
Irish Native Championship at Pért- 
marnock yesterday. There are no golf

Although a conspicuous figure around 
the teeing ground, Dr. MacCormack, the 
holder of the title, was passed unrecog- 
nised by many friends. The doctor 
hitherto had never worn a hat on the 
links; even in the coldest and the wettest 
of weather he was to be seen barchended ; 
but yesterday he wore a real ‘‘ caubeen ”’ for 
the first time. One missed the fascination 
of the bare head and the close-fitting 
woollen coat buttoned tight to the neck. 

The hero of three championship finals 
in the one year is a remarkable golfer, 
for he disproves the Butler theory. The 
old Dublin professional, William Butler, 
who began life as a caddie at. Hoylake, 
and carried for young Tom Morris and 
many of the giants of long ago,believes 
that a golfer without a waggle is like a 
Manx cat—the cat is there, but the tail 
is not, Dr. MacCormack does not waggle 
in the real sense of the waggle, but he is 
a grand golfer, although he was not at his 
best in the match with Mr. Crabbe, of the 
Fox Club, yesterday. He did not take 
his re cheaply ; but even champions 
have their off days, and yesterday he 
played some of the holes badly and gave 
his admirers a fright. 

GOLFING BROTHERS. 

The brothers M‘Connell, of Ballymena, 
are also good golfers—and there is a 
younger one at home whom they expect 
will turn out even better—but at the 
moment the most polished of the trio is 
Roy, who played some of the best 
golf seen at the meeting. He is a medical 
student at Queen's, Belfast, and the most 
promising of the younger school of Irish 
golfers. Three other brothers competing 
are Major Carroll, of the Medical Service 
of the. National Army, the Irish Army 
Champion; and Vincent and Walter 
Carroll, who have been striving for years 
to win a championship. If Walter could 
putt better he very likely would have been 
a champion long ago. The fourth brother 
—Charles—is also a scratch golfer. 

The competitors this year include several 
juniors who have already done very well, 
while in Major Boyd, Mr. H. M. Cairnes, 
Mr. Edwards, Mr. D. Wilson Smyth, and 
Mr. Gorry the old school is strongly repre- 
sented. That there is yet plenty of fight 
in the old ones was exemplified in the 
matches of yesterday.

PENSIONS BILL 
FINANCE. 


THE CONTRIBUTORY 
PRINCIPLE. 


—- - & 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
finance oí the Pensions Bill, which remains 
the great task of this Parliamentary session, 
observes :—The contributory principle, which 
is the basis of the Government's scheme, 
does not depend for ultimate justification on 
considerations of financial expediency. Nor 
does it necessarily derive fixity from the pre- 
cedents established by the Health and Unem- 
ployment Insurance schemes. The principle 
can be demonstrated to be of real and sub- 
stantial worth. It is obviously calculated to 
promote thrift, foresight and voy 5 It 
should be a stimulus to further efforts by the 
insured persons to secure for themselves a 
competency at an age when, as the actuarial 
tables show, a considerable span of life re- 
mains. Age will thereby be made heartier, 
healthier and happier. 
Just because men are called upon to con- 
tribute to this provision, and because a 
second contribution comes from the industry 
for which they supply one form or other of 
the labour and skill required, they will 
draw the benefits, not only as a statu- 
tory, but as an economic right. That, 
of course, is precisely the difference between 
a dole and a due. A _ strictly defined 
and fair relation is maintained between the 
individual and the State. His individuality, 
his separate entity, is recognised, and his 
individual share in the financial responsibility 
gives him an interest in and a care for the 
om gg administration of the Fund.

That the Rotary International Conferenc 
would be held in Dublin in 1927, Dr. J. S. 
Logue, a Rotarian of Atlantic City, told 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday he had no 
doubt. Dr. Logue was among the visitors, 
others being Mr. Tom Kerr (Edinburgh), 
Mr. Pickleston (New York) and Mr. Jones 
(Detroit), at the weekly club luncheon. 

The topic of discussion was the experience 
of the delegates from Dublin to the Rotary 
Conference at Blackpool last month. Mr.

SAMOS REBELLION. 


GREEK GOVERNMENT'S 
MEASURES.

ATHENS, Morday. 

It is semi-officially declared that the inci- 
dents in Samos have been exaggerated by the 
Press. The trouble, it is stated, arose from 
the incursion of a band of men led by two 
brothers, who are old criminals. They have 
been several times sentenced for murder and 
acts of brigandage, and they were sliortly to 
have stood their trial on a fresh charge. 

The two brothers, assisted by prisoners 
whom they. set at liberty, and by their 
partisans, to the namber of 400 in all, took 
ossession of the public buildings at Port 
Vathy, the capital of the island, drove out 
the officials, and seized from the State 
Treasury about 500,000 drachme. The small 
force of gendarmes on the island were sur- 
prised in their sleep and disarmed, 

As soon as the Government learned the 
news they despatched a sufficient force to deal 
with the outbreak under the convoy of some 
destroyers. ‘The disembarkation then began. 
The commander of the flotilla proclaimed the 
whole island to be in a state of siege and took 
measures to prevent the flight of the leaders 
of the rebellion and to ensure their exemplary 

unishment. The rumour that disturbances 

ave taken place at Erhios are absolutely 
without. foundation. The population of Samos 
remains entirely hostile to the rebels. 

It is officially announced that during the 
fighting with the insurgents at Tiganion four 
of the rebels were wounded. The insurgents 
were defeated. Troops will be landed to-day 
at Vathy, and it is expected that the authori- 
ties will be reinstated without difficulty.—

' The Archbishop said that they met under 
conditions which might fairly be described as 
normal, and in which parochial organisation 
could be carried on without interruption.

only exploit them to the full by the scientific 
application of means to ends, accompanied by 
laborious .industry—the man who could do 
that would serve Ireland to-day better than 
anyone else. (Héar, hear.) 
CANDIDATES FOR MINISTRY. 

He had occasion, in 1923, to refer to the 
sacred ministry and the need of properly 
qualified candidates for its ranks. e agair 
reminded them that that was ultimately a 
layman's, “quéstien. . The Church originally 
grew up around a ministry; it’ still required 


being a layman and stepped out of a ‘family 
which was a predominantly lay institution. 

Under: their system which presupposed a 
ministry as existing by the will of Jesus 
Christ, the clergy formed a definite body of 
meh specially set apart for a particular type 
of service, and yet -by no means intended to 
be set apart as a separate caste, divorced 
from normal human interests.

to ve : jon wisely. ? 

The sacred ministry, therefore, called for 
recruits drawn from the best class ef available 
human material—ije, men who, to the sense 
of vocation united qualities of general capa- 
city that would make them useful members 
of other professions. Men of education were 
wanted, men/with an outlook, men who were 
not merely deferred to by virtue of their 
dffice, but who carried weight among their 
people as men. That was a vital question 
for the laity. It..was from the laity they 
came and to tha laity they went, and he 
asked them” to help the Bishops in their | 
serious task of choosing and calling by giving 
what encouragement they could to suitable 
candidates. 

A STEP FORWARD. 

He was able 40 report a step forward 
which, he thought, would remove obstacles 
in certain cases.

He did not see any reason why a joint 
meeting of the Synods to deal with diocesan 
administration, as well as missions and tem- 
perance, should be any less setisfactory than 
a joint meeting to deal with finance and 
education. 

It was proposed that the Councils should 
meet exactly as at present,’ attending sepa- 
rately to the business of their respective 
dioceses, but furnishing to the Joint Synods 
a report under one cover prepared at a special 
joint eting held for that purpose only, 
which ‘should be subject to discussion by the 
Joint Synod.
